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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants admit on page 7 of the request for 
reconsideration that claim 1 does not require the cylindrical member as part of the claimed invention. And therefore, it is the Examiner's 
position that since that Applicants do not include the cylindrical member as part of the claimed invention then the Examiner is not 
obligated to interpret the "longitudinal axis" with respect to the cylindrical members only with respect to the longitudinal axis of the first and 
second plates. The longitudinal axis with respect to the first and second cylindrical members is merely a functional recitation of the 
operation of the claimed invention. In addition, it appears although not shown, that one of ordinary of skill in the art would be able to insert 
the cylindrical member in the longitudinal direction. Regarding the orientation of the nests, the nests of Ching are able to accommodate 
portions of the first and second cylindrical members as evidenced by Figure 6. Applicant argues with respect to claims 6, 12, and 23, that 
the rejection does not provide any prior art references that would motivate a person of ordinary skill in the art to modify Ching. In response, 
the Examiner maintains that those limitations are design choices because Applicants do not dispute that the limitations are design 
choices, and Applicants fail to disclose that the aformentioned limitations provides an advantage, is used for a particular purpose, or 
solves a stated problem. Therefore, the Examiner is not required to provide a reference to show the claimed subject matter. In addition, 
the limitations of claims 6 and 12 are conventional and well-known, and with respect to the limitation of claim 23, changing the sizes of 
something in this case a nest, is known . 
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
